He suggested the first of these 
‘investigations deal with the despatch 
of Italian reinforcements of men 
and material in the course of the 
Anglo-Italian negotiations. 

Lord Halifax said that ‘the Bri- 
tish Government was convinced that 
non-intervention was the best and 
only practical policy, and they in- 
tended to persevere with it. 


BRITISH HOPE 


Lord Halifax said the British 
Government hopes that some settle- 
ment based on reason and good- 
-will might soon be found, to spare 
further agony to the unhappy coun- 
try of Spain and to enable. them to 
play their full part in the commun- 
ity of nations with the vigour and 

courage ‘they. had always shown. 

He added that the League might 
be held to have peculiar qualifica- 
tions for acting as an__organ_of. 


‘conciliation. 

If at any time there was anything 
which the League could contribute 
towards bringing together the two 
contending parties in Spain, nobody 
would. be better pleased.than the 
British Government.—Reuter..
